| Firſt, I ſhall ſhew you: briefly and plainly the Nature 
of Government, G c. FF 
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Kings and Subjects have a mutual Relation; one: 
is to Protect, and the other to Obey : When Princes. 
decree Equity, and juſtly Govern by ſtated and well 
concerted Laws, they are the true Ordinancy of God, 
and muſt be. obey'd for Peace and Conſcience ſake ;, 


and to reſiſt ſiich lawful Authority, St. Paul (who. 


knew his Duty as well as the beſt Politician of us all) 
tells us, is Damnation. Fhis he faid, when a Mon- 
ter of Mankind wore the Imperial Purple, and: 
govern'd the wide extended Empire of Rome. The. 
wife Inſtitution of Civil Government was defign'd 
to prevent the ſavage Diſorders, and controul the un- 
governable Fury, Ambition and Cruelty of Mankind: 
God himfelf was undoubtedly the Author of Poll 
tical Order, and Combinations; and all the Powers, 
that be, are ordain d of him; as the great Apoſtle aſ- 
ſures us. Government was contriv'd for the Good and 
Benefit of every Individual in cach reſpective Socie-

mocraſy. Now, it cvery zealous Patron of theſc re- 
ſpective Models. did not confidently, and with Scrip- 
ture Proofs, aſſert his own to be the» beſt, and the 
other to be the worſt contriv'd; a great deal of Ink, 
and Pains, and Paſſion might be fpar'd. For the Cir- 
cumſtances of Situation, and the original Settlement 
for Reciprocal Convenience and Preſervation, and ma- 
ny more Reaſons I could name, may juſtity the Expe- 


diency of every Species of Government in diſtinct 


Countries: To aver that one Form ſhould be ob- 
{erv'd in every Nation of the Earth, and that the 
Divine Monarch of the World has thus ordain'd and 
commanded it, is a whimſical Speculation, and can ne- 
ver be prov'd, till all the Kingdoms of the World 
mall have their everlaſting Diſſolution.

God be thanked, not that which is Abſolute: And if 
we conſider the admirable Temper of it, the Juſtice 
and Wiſdom of our Laws, and the Greatneſs of our 
Liberties and Priviledges, we have no reaſon to en- 
vy the Condition of any People upon Earth: But we 
have unhappily ſcen and felt the Hands of thoſe, who

The celebrated Doctrines of Paſſive Obedience and

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the waſting Calamities of an Inteſtine War, which can

Many of our Fathers had ſeen a Rebellion in their 
Days, and had heatd- of ſome in the Old Time before 
them; but when they had told their Children the fame, 
they thought the Impreſſion would be fo deep and 
laſting, and the Means and Effects of them; being 


expos d to continual View, that England would be ſe-

ever. The very Word Rebellion is ſhocking, and car- 
ries in it every Species of Evil, and muſt neceſſarily 
put us in mind of the A4rch-rebel, who attempted to 
Derhrone his Almighty Maker.

When King Henry the 8th aſſum'd the Supremacy, 
and all Appeals ro the Biſhop of Rome were become

in the Duſt: Then ſucceeded that Great, and Wiſe, and 


Pious Queen, who laid a deep Foundation for our 


Church ; and England, from that Time, has been the 
main Strength of the Reformation: However, the 
Court of Rome has been playing its Batteries againſt 
this Quarter, ever ſince we left it, upon the Account 


of its Idolatrous, Superſtitious, and Innovating Prin- 
ciples: What Reſtleſs Endeavours, what Secret Plots, 
what Horrid Conſpiracies, what Foreign Attempts,

Reign of that unparellel'd Princeſs?

not be improper to Remark, for the Inſtruction and

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Caution of thofe who live in the preſent, and who 


are ignorantly Zealoys tor the Pretender. After the Sup- 


preſſion of the Rebellion in the North, under the 
Earls of Weſtmorland and Northumberland, about the 
Year 1569, the Court of Rowe began to deſpair of 
ſucceeding in their Deſign, of retrieving their Power 
and Credit in this Kingdom, and were apprehenſive, 
that Time and Perſecution might wear off the Remain- 
der of their Party; for abundance of them were Exe- 
cuted, Baniſh'd, and Impriſoned: To prevent this 
Misfortunc, they projected the Founding Sminaries; 
that, by ſuch a Reſerve, they might be Furniſh'd with 
Engliſh Miſſionaries to perpetuate and increaſe their 
Communion. This Scheme was executed, and the Col- 
lege of Dozwway founded this Year, at the Charge of 
Philip the IId, King of Spain: Dr. Allen, an Engliſh- 
man, was made Head of it. In the Year 1579, a 
College at Rome was founded for the fame Purpoſe, 
by Gregory the XIIIth, who ſettl'd 4000 Crowns per 
Annum, to Subſiſt the Society: The famous Robert 
Parſons, an Engliſh Feſuit, was Rector of this College. 
King Philip Founded another of theſe Nurſeries at Val- 
ladolid, Anno Domini 1589. and one at Seville, in 
1593. The ſame Prince Founded St. Omers in Artois, 


1 596. Beſide theſe, in the next Century, Madrid, Lo- 


Vain, Leige, and Ghent, afforded cach of them a 
Foundation for the ſame Buſineſs: The two Colleges 
of Doway, and Rome, received ſuch Incouragement, 


and flouriſh'd to that degree; that we are told by San- 


ders a Prieſt, above Three hundred had been ſent oft 


trom thence into England. When 
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When the Members of theſe Societies were admit- 
ted, they took an Oath to enter into Holy Orders, and - 

to. return into England, to Convert the Souls of their 
Countrymen, and Kindred, when, and as often as it 


ſhall ſeem good, to the Superior of this my 


Io give farther Encouragement, Pope Pius the Vth 
ſent his Brief to the Students of theſe Colleges to 
Exccute their Scheme, and undertake the Miſſion for 
England; and that they might Act without Claſhing, 
and with the better Harmony, he pur them all under 
the Direction of Dr. Alan, afterwards Cardinal. 

I hope you will nor be Imparient, it I preſent you 
with ſome Things Remarkable in the following Reign; 
and here I ſhall take leave ro ſhew the dying Exhor- 
rations and Confeſſions of ſome of the Rowſh Com- 
munion, who ſuffered for the Cun-Potuder Plot. 

Guy Faux, when he came to be executed in the 
Palace-Yard at Weſtminſter, declared his Repentance 
more remarkably than the reſt, and exhorted all Ro- 
man Catholicks, never to engage in any ſuch Bloody 
Enterprize, it being a Method never allow'd nor pros 
per d by God Almighty. As to the Conſpirators, ob- 
ſerves my Author, twas a pure bigotted Frenzy for their 
Religion, which puſh'd them upon this Attempt; the 
Government had given then no Manner of Provora- 
tion: For before this Conſpiracy, adds he, no Papiſts 
had been, puniſh'd in this Reign, cirher in Perſon or 
Fortune. FC 
. Henry Carnet, Provincial of the Engliſh Jeſuits,

tion, he frankly acknowledg'd the Crime, declar'd' 
himſelf heartily ſorry for it; and ask d Pardon of

all the Royal Iſſue; an 
never ro Attempt any Inſurrection, or violent Prac- 


rice, againſt the King and Government: For all En- 


gagements of this Nature were wholly inconſiſtent 
with the Catholick Religion. 12 

Blackwell, the Arch-Prieſt, had the Honeſty to de- 
clare his Abhorrence of the Potuder-Plot, and wrote 


two Letters to diſſwade the Roman Cat holicks from all 


violent Practices againſt the Government. He calls it, 


in one Letter, a Deteſtable and Damnable Practice: 
And in another, he ſays, He has a more particular 
Authority from the Pope (Paul V.) to write to thoſe 
of his Communion, to ſuppreſs all ſuch Attempts and 
Proceedings for Liberty. Wm 

We find this Pope exhorting, indeed, to a peaceable 
Temper, and expreſſing his Diſlike of diſturbing the

of eAllegiance; but the Pope, and Cardinal Bellarmine 
too, grofly miſtook this Oath for that of Supremacy, 
as &. fames obſerv'd in his Apology for that Oath. 
For the Oath of eAllegiance ( as a Learned Church 
Hiſtorian obſerves) makes no Deciſion berween the 
Pontificate and Regale. Tis deſign d for no more 
than a Teſt of Loyalty : Twas contrived only to diſ- 
zinguiſh thoſe who believe the Pope a temporal ard

narch over all Chriſtendom, and ſuppoſed the King 
had forfeited his Dominions by his Revolt, as they ca 


it, from the See of Rome: "Twas to diſtinguiſh, adds 


he, ſuch intolerable Bigots from other Roman Catho- 
licks of ſounder Principles; from ſuch who are ready 
ſtand by their Prince, though under never ſo great a 
Miſperſuaſion ; who readily grant, that neither Schiſm 


nor Hereſy can affect a Title to the Crown, or diſable 
the Prince's Government. 
The Learned Mr. Du-Pin takes Notice, theſe Briefs 
of Pope Paul are little to be regarded in this Matter; 
for, as this Gentleman obſerves, moſt of the Fnel:iſh 
Roman Catholicks took the Oath of Allegiance with- 
out the leaſt Imputation of Heterodoxy ; and not only 
Blackwell, but Widdrington, and ſeveral other Papiſts, 
wrote in Defence of it : And afterwards, when the 
Sorbon Divines were conſulted upon the Caſe, whether 
this Oath might be ſworn to King Charles the Firſt, 
the Faculty made no Scruple to reſolve the Queſtion 
in the Aftirmative. Thus we ſce the modern Papiſts 
have acted counter to a Pope and rheir Fathers, and 
may in time ſce and feel, that the young Zeſwits ate 
not wiſer than the old ones; and that theſe bold Mea- 
ſures will never gain an Inch of Ground in this King- 
dom.
